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3. Remission In respect of transport chagres.—The charges, if any, on account 
of the transport of any Items of furniture to or from the residence of a Member 
made at his request shall aho be 2a per cent, less than the actual charges other¬ 
wise payable in respect thereof under the rules for the time being in force. 

4. Exemption in respect of telephone charges.—No charges shall be payable by 
a MeniDer in respect of the inslaliatior and rental of one telephone installed either 
at his residence or at his office In Delhi or New Delhi and no Member shall be 
liable to make any payment In respect of the first one thousand eight hundred 
local calls made from that telephone during any year. 

5. Rules not to apply In certain cases.—Nothing contained in these Rules shall 
apply in the case of any accommodation allotted to a Member whether temporarily 
or permanently, in excess of the accommodation to which he is entitled as a 
Member. 
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
